It is a 
beautiful piece of work. At the four

The 
gold-plated inside roils are of 
rtipe design with fleur-de-lis stand- 
ards and ornaments. The gearing 
has a number of novel features, 
Crim lions' heads ore seen on the fut- 
chels and on the ends of bottom and 
top bed. The mountings are all gold- 
plated. With few exceptions the 
mountings and ornaments were never 
before need on n fnneral ear. The de- 
scription of the ear, giving the minutes, 
would take much more space. The

The history of 
Malta during the great war affords an 
admirable instance of the interdepen- 
dence of fleets and coaling stations, 
though it must be admitted that the 
lesson to lie drawn is to some extent 
weakened by the need of modern ships 
for coal. 

Many people consider that the pos- 
session of Malta is indispensable to 
the maintenance of Ilritish influence 
in the Mediterranean. How fur this is 
true may bo judged from the fact that 
Nelson won the battle of the Nile 
when Multu was In the hands of tho 
Trench, and that Malta fell into our 
hands, though not for some time, at 
the direct consequence of that battle, 
which gave us the command of tho 
Mediterranean, dipt.
